Library printing charge no more

Students will no longer be 
charged for printing at the uni¬ 
versity’s libraries. State funding 
for the university’s new student 
center awaits budget ratification. 

The change in library printing 
policy comes after Chancellor 
Hogan's open meeting with stu¬ 
dents last week in Dugan Hall. 
The chancellor pledged to con¬ 
tact library officials and end the 
ten cents a paper charge for use 
of library printers. Hogan 
explained that the charges were 
a mistake resulting from univer- 
>ity budget restructuring. 

Until recently, campus 
libraries had received their paper 
from the university: but 
Departments must now pay for 
paper an d other printin g materi- 
als out of their own budgets. Dr. 
Benjamin Franckow iack. the 
university's Director of Libraries 
explained the reasons for charg¬ 


ing students for Internet printing. 

“Printing a magazine article 
from the Internet is like photo¬ 
copying from a magazine and 
we have always charged for 
photocopies. You don’t have to 
get a magazine and bring it to a 
copier now, because they’re all 
on databases that students can 
access on-line.” 

Since the meeting with stu¬ 
dents, Chancellor Hogan has 
contacted library staff to conduct 


impact research on the policy 
change and to seek new sources 
of funding paper supplies. 
According to Francowiack, the 
other campuses in the university 
system all charge similar print 
fees. 

In response to a question 
about the status of the universi¬ 
ty’s proposed student center, 
Chancellor Hogan explained 
Governor Celluci’s opposition to 
funding the new facility. 


According to Hogan, the 
Governor misunderstood some 
of the language in the proposal. 
“The governor said he does not 
want this building constructed 
on the backs of students, but 
didn’t realize the fee was for 
operating costs and not for con¬ 
struction and once a politician 
says something like that, he’s 
stuck with it.” 

A representative for Governor 
Celluci explained that the gover¬ 
nor is opposed 
to any new stu¬ 
dent fee 

designed to fund 
the proposed 
facility, whether 
the fee covers 
construction or 
operating costs. 
The bill will not 
be voted on until 
the state accepts 
a budget. Hogan 
remains opti¬ 
mistic that legis¬ 
lators will over¬ 
ride the guber¬ 
natorial veto of 
the bill.

They 
collected 300 sig¬ 
natures on a peti¬ 
tion that will go to 
UMass Board of 
Trustees. 

The soup 

kitchen theme was 
chosen to high¬ 
light the poverty 
that some graduate 
students face. The 
event was timed to 
coordinate with 
Hunger and 
Homelessness 
Week at UMass 
Lowell. A free cup 
of chicken rice 


soup was given to students and 
staff who visited the table set up 
outside of the Southwick 
Arches. 

The GEO has been meeting to 
consider strategies to speed the 
process of its contract approval. 
The proposed contract has a 
substantial raise included for 
graduate employees covered by 
the contract. Out-of-state and 
international students who are 
full time graduate employees 
(18 hours per week) currently

average a $64 per week pay 
check after their tuition is 
deducted from their pay. 

“I am always concerned about 
how much my life costs,” said 
Soonsil Lee, a graduate employ¬ 
ee in the Work Environment 
Department. “For example, I 
tried very hard to find work last 
summer. Luckly, I found a job. 
Although I paid my tuition, I 
didn’t have time to concentrate 
on my study. It’s not good at 
all.”

! Dorms tighten up 
on security again.

A new visiting policy is in 
effect in campus dormitories to 
ensure security. Anyone visiting 
the dorms between 7 p.m. and 7 
a.m. will have to show a valid 
picture or student ID, like in the 
past, but the visitor must now 
also call up to the room they are 
visiting and someone must come 
down to sign them in. If the vis¬ 
itor is not a student here, they 
will receive a guest pass, which 
has their name, age, social secu¬ 
rity number, the room and per¬ 
son they are visiting. Students 
visiting during these times must 
have their ID readily available at 
any given time. 

Anyone who is seventeen or 
younger is allowed to stay in the 
building until 11 p.m. and if 
staying later, their parents must 
be called. Anyone who does not 
have a valid picture ID may 
receive a guest pass however 
will be considered under the age 
of 17. 

This policy is different than 
previously when visitors would 
check in by leaving their ID 
with someone.

Police graduates

“Why are hunger and home¬ 
lessness occurring when the 
economy is booming?” That was 
a recurring question brought up 
by the three presenters at the 
panel discussion held in Cobum 
Hall last week. Over 
100 students, staff and 
guests listened as Cathy 
Ferreira, a graduate stu¬ 
dent in the Regional 
Economic and Social 
Development (RESD) 
Department, Mark Cote, 
the Assistant Director of 
the Middlesex Shelter in 
Lowell, and Dr. Chris 
Tilly, an economist and 
UMass Lowell profes¬ 
sor shared their experi¬ 
ences and knowledge 
about homelessness in 
Massachusetts. 

Mark Levine, 

Director of the Office of 
Community Services, opened 
the afternoon with a poem by 
William Blake. The Office of 
Community Services and 
MASSPIRG cosponsored the 
event. 

Ferreira who was formerly 
homeless discussed her role, the 
Roofless Women Action 
Research Mobilization 
(RWARM) project. While she an 
undergraduate student at UMass 
Boston, she participated in a 
statewide research project that 
developed a questionnaire and 
sun eyed 126 homeless w omen. 

One of the decisions of the 
project was to not use the term 
homeless and instead to use the 
word roofless to describe people 
who need a place to live. 

Ferreira explained that roofless 


women do their best to keep 
qualities of the home and do not 
lack home values. 

Mark Cote, a two-time gradu¬ 
ate of UMass Lowell, has now 
worked at the Middlesex Shelter 
for a year and a half. He claims 
that the solution to homeless¬ 
ness is to move people in per¬ 
manent housing and provide 


them with support services that 
they need to succeed. 

He explained the changes that 
have been implemented at the 
Middlesex Shelter over the last 
year. The shelter has transi¬ 
tioned from being a wet to a dry 
facility. The shelter used to 
accept clients even when they 
were under the influence of 
alcohol or drugs, even retrieving 
people who were passed out on 
the streets of Lowell. Now the 
facility only accepts clients who 
are sober, sending a message 
that the clients should want to 
rebuild their lives. 

The shelter has also worked to 
create a more pleasant and prac¬ 
tical environment for people 
who are serious about making 
these changes. The building has 
been repainted; there are flowers 


on the table; a computer lab is 
being added; there is a library; 
and rooms now have matching 
bedspreads. The rooms at the 
shelter now have lockers, and 
there is a washing machine, 
dryer, iron and ironing board. 
Clients are now able to take 
showers and look good for job 
interviews and their daily lives 
outside the shelters. 

Since February, 
the Middlesex 
Shelter has moved 
137 people from 
rooflessness into 
apartments. 

The final speaker 
of the day was Dr. 
Chris Tilly. Levine 
called Tilly, “an 
academic type who 
can get people to do 
things.” Tilly is an 
economist and 
teaches in the 
RESD Department. 
He cited three rea¬ 
sons for hunger and homeless¬ 
ness in the booming United 
States economy. First, prosperity 
for business no longer means 
prosperity for workers. Second, 
there is a growing gap between 
the rich, middle class and poor. 
Finally, state and federal legisla¬ 
tures have slashed the social 
safety nets. 

Tilly says the citizens should 
greet reports of success of mov¬ 
ing people off the welfare roles 
to the work force skeptically. 
Recent statistics from 
Massachusetts indicate that 25% 
of the people moved mto the 
workforce earn less than $250 
per week, 20% of them are still 
on welfare and about 30% of 
them are off the welfare roles 
and not accounted for. “This is 
not a success,” he said.

According to Sophya 
Gudelman, who is interning 
with MASSPIRG, the tourna¬ 


ment is only the beginning of 
this year’s efforts to help the 
hungry and homeless. She is 
expecting a huge turnout for 
next week’s Hungerpalooza, 
which will take place Nov. 4, 
from 7 - midnight, in Cumnock 
Hall. That event will fea¬ 
ture 8 bands, ranging 
from rock to funk to 
punk. All of the bands 
will perform free of 
charge and six local 
restaurants will donate 
refreshments. Admission 
is $3 for students and all 
proceeds will go to soup 
kitchens and homeless 
shelters in the Greater 
Lowell area. 

Additionally, plans are 
already in the works for 
another Hungerpalooza 
to be held on The 
Esplanade in the spring. 

Gudelman says she hopes that 
students will realize that “ 
MASSPIRG is not just about 
getting signatures for petitions.”

Seventy Police Academy 
Graduates, clad in the uniforms 
of seventeen local police depart¬ 
ments, met in front of Cumnock 
hall for a class photograph after 
completing a 22 week program 
including courses in criminal 
law, patrol technique, arrest pro¬ 
cedure and other policing train¬ 
ing. 

Academy graduate Brian 
Blouin, a junior year criminal 
justice major at UMass Lowell, 
has been hired by the university 
police department. “I’ve wanted 
to be a cop since I was a kid, 
and I’m glad to have this oppor¬ 
tunity,” said Blouin. 

Sergeant Tom Fleming, the 


director of the academy said, 
“We appreciate Umass Lowell 
allowing us to use their campus 
for this program.” 

The police program trains stu¬ 
dents sent by their departments. 
A typical day includes early 
morning physical training and 
the afternoon spent in the class¬ 
room learning modem policing 
procedures. 

The 880-hour certification 
program sends a better-trained 
officer back to his or her depart¬ 
ment. Most participants have 
been hired by a force and then 
sent to Lowell’s program as a 
condition of joining a force in 
earnest. These are mostly rook¬ 
ies who are sent for rounding 
off, before patrolling. 


Library web catalog launched

This week the library is tak¬ 
ing its first steps toward a web 
based user interface for its cata¬ 
log. According to Rosanna 
Kowalewski. Head of Public 
Services for UMass Lowell 
Libraries, a no-frills web based 
catalog will come online this 
week. “The new catalog will 
allow keyword, Boolean and 
relevance searching just as you 
find in the online journal data¬ 
bases you find in Silverplatter, 
InfoTrac, Dialog@Carl, etc. 
Since there is an integrated 
acquisitions module, you will be 
able to see what books are on 
order. 

The book records were loaded 
into the new database last week. 
During winter intercession, the 
no-frills interface will be cus¬ 
tomized to the university’s spec¬ 
ification. 

Also, a new circulation sys¬ 
tem will take effect later this 
month. The library staff is now 
working in conjunction with the 


Office of Student Services to 
load the patron database. 
Students, faculty and staff will 
have their library cards swiped 
instead of scanned. The new 
patron circulation system should 
be ready by November 15. 

November 30 will be the last 
due date for books checked out 
under the old system. Students 
needing to use books longer can 
bring them in and have a renew¬ 
al date of January 26, 2000 as 
long as no one else has request¬ 
ed the books. 

The library staff is hoping 
that members of the UMass 
Lowell community will assist 
the transition between systems 
by returning their overdue 
library books. To encourage stu¬ 
dent to bring in books charged 
out on the old system by the end 
of the Fall Semester, November 
15th through December 23rd 
will be a FINE FREE PERIOD. 
Books charged out on the new 
system will be due on the first 
day of the Spring Semester 
(January 26th),” said 
Kowalewski.

Football at Cawley Stadium

The number of fans in the 
stands hasn't reached expecta¬ 
tions for the 1999 Umass 
Lowell River Hawk football 
team. One of the top reasons for 
the decrease in fan attendance 
may be due to the team's reloca¬ 
tion from campus and back to 
their former home at Cawley 
Stadium in Tewksbury. Last 
season the River Hawks played 
home games at LeLachuer 
Stadium, which was very con¬ 
venient for students to attend 
games and show their support. 
Naturally there has been many 
questions around campus 
regarding this seasons move 
back off campus. 

One student, Brian Ackley, 
responded to the move with a 
question of his own, “ Who 
wants to drive 15 minutes off of 
campus to go to a home 
game?”. Adorn Atherton, a 
SAC committee member and a 
representative of the football 
team stated that he has asked for 
bus transportation to home 
games, but has never received a 
response. 

In light of the issue of no on 
campus, one source revealed 
that it has hurt recruiting, not 
having an on campus facility to 
host games. Players have also 
stated that it is hard to have any 
real tradition w ithout a stadium 
they can call their own. 
According to Atherton, a junior 
wide receiver, £ There has been 
a loss of atmosphere and sup¬ 
porters. None of us know the 
real reason we were moved out 


of LeLachuer, but to be back 
playing here on campus would 
be great”. 

Dana Skinner, the Athletic 
Director at UMass Lowell had 
some very encouraging com¬ 
ments regarding future football 
and track facility projects in 
store on campus. He mentioned 
within the month of November, 
the athletic department would 
be bidding on a new 3 million- 
dollar stadium which will be 
built behind Costello Gym on 
north campus. The construction 
for the astro turf football field 
and surrounding track is 
planned for March of 2000. It 


locker rooms that were meant to 
hold 25 athletes, not to mention 
that we didn’t even have the 
press box on the 50 yard line for 
the announcer of the game". He 
also mentioned that finances 
were another reason from not 
returning to LeLachuer. “It cost 
us 25 thousand dollars to play 
football there last season, which 
was important money to save 
the construction of the new sta¬ 
dium". 

Skinner said that the renova¬ 
tions made at Cawley Stadium 
in Tewksbury had nothing to do 
with UMass Lowell coming 
back this - season, but did add

is also planned that River Hawk 
football will be played in the 
new stadium next season. About 
the move back to Cawley 
Stadium this football season. 
Skinner replied. “It was a safety 
issue for the players running 
into the wall behind the endzone 
and the bad bums from the 
infield. LeLachuer also was not 
constructed as a quality site for 
football games, due to small 


that it was a nice temporary 
home field. 

For the first time in UMass 
Lowell history, every sport next 
season will be played here on 
campus. Athletic Director. 
Dana Skinner said he never 
wanted to move the team off 
campus and hoped the players 
will understand that. “Short 
term pain is long term gain*’.

The Returning Students 
Association are changing their 
name to Encore Connection. 

The change was voted for unan¬ 
imously in the first meeting of 
officers this past September. 
“The name better reflects what 
our organization is about" 
explains club president Sandy 
Bemor. 

Bemor and club Vice 
President Marilyn Masker 

encourage returning students to 
drop into room 358 in 
Macgauvran to study and use 
the club’s microwave and 
refrigerator. “This is one of the 
only rooms you can study and 
snack in at the same time,” the 
vice president said in an inter¬ 
view Friday. 

The office is open weekdays, 
and on Thursdays between 
12:30 and 1:30 in the afternoon, 
club advisor Reverend Imogene 
Stulken and counselor intern 
Sandy Bisson offer group coun¬ 
seling sessions for students jug¬ 
gling work and family commit¬ 
ments as well as their academic 
tasks. 

The name change will be offi¬ 
cial after recorded in a new con¬ 
stitution for the organization 
that offers support, guid¬ 
ance and networking for 
those students who have 
either left college or did 
not enroll immediately 
after high school. “For 
older students who are out 
of practice it helps to meet 
with others to figure out 
where things are and how 
to get things like term 
papers written,” said club 
vice president Marilyn 
Masker. 

After club membership 
dwindled to none last 
semester, there are now 
twenty-five official under¬ 
graduate members and 
about half a dozen-gradu¬ 
ate students are “associate 
members” whom take part 
in and support the club. 
Membership is open to 


anyone who has taken a break 
in his or her higher education or 
who took at least a year after 
high school before attending 
college. “Most of our mem¬ 
bers are middle aged, but we 
are reaching out to those 
younger non-traditional stu¬ 
dents” explains Bemor. 

The RSA or Encore 
Connection sponsor outings and 
w orkshops to compliment class¬ 
room education and to offer 
recreation for all students. 
President Bemor makes it clear 
that all students are welcome to 
Encore events: “Everyone is 
welcome to the activities we 
sponsor, not just our members.” 

At Family Day Encore sold 
donuts and cider, as Bemor puts 
it, “to draw attention to our 
existence. We want people to 
know that we’re here.” 

Encore is sponsoring a writ¬ 
ing workshop with Professor 
Tony Cecil next month to help 
returning students sharpen their 
skills and to give pointers to 
other students. On December 
twenty-fourth the club heads to 
Kitterey Maine for a shopping 
trip, and plans are in the works - 
for a literary-historical tour of 
Concord, Massachusetts some¬ 
time in November. 

Vice President Masker is also 
editor of the clubs journal, On 
the Move , which will be pub¬ 
lished once each semester with 
articles and other writings from 
students. Submissions from all 
are welcome and can be sent to 
RSA c/o Sandra Bumor MS

Widowed when his 
FBI agent wife is killed 
by a right-wing group, 
college professor 
Michael Faraday 
becomes obsessed with 
the groups’ culture— 
especially when his new neigh¬ 
bors, the all-American Oliver 
and Cheryl Lang, start acting 
suspiciously. 

Suspenseful and provocative . 
the film w eaves together the the¬ 
matic strands of friendship and 
betray al, trust and deceit, tiot to 
mention the sometimes-insepa- 
rable nature of good and evil. 

Is it a bird? Is it a plane? No, 
it’s Muppets in Space. The 
Muppets gang is back again and 
this time they’re out of this 
world. The Great Gonzo goes on 
a quest with buddy Rizzo to find 
his real family in this Muppet 
adventure. Gonzo subsequently 
discovers that his long lost rela¬ 
tives are actually aliens from a 
distant planet.

Tyler begins Fight Club, a 


group of men who beat the piss 
out of each other in a respectful- 
type fashion. “First rule of Fight 
Club: You do not talk about 
Fight Club. Second rule of Fight 


Club: You do not talk about 
Fight Club.” 

The evolution to self-destruc¬ 
tion begins The men in the 
group become mind-controlled 
zombies under Tyler’s rule and 
act more as robots. 

The relationship between 
Norton and Pitt strengthens, yet 
they are complete opposites. 
Norton again narrates a portion 
of these scenes when he 
describes Tyler. It’s reeling per¬ 
fectly shot and timed in the film. 

The film ends in a Sixth Sense 
sort of way. We get something 
different and even more eccen¬ 


tric and weird than we ever 
expected. The illuminating ques¬ 
tion still remains. Are we are 
who we are, or just flies on the 
wall conforming to the world 


around us? 

Fight Club has been thought 
of as nothing but a guy movie 
full of nothing but violence and 
masculinity. This is an untrue. 
Every one has thought about 
stepping out of his or her skin 
and becoming someone else. 

Director Fincher is becoming 
one of the best at what he does. 
Pitt and Norton both give 
tremendously believable perfor¬ 
mances. They make the film 
work.

Union struck first at the 4:11 
mark of the first period with a 
tally from freshman Jason Kean.

McGrane evened the score, on 
the power play, at 7:00 of the 
first.
